The Colonial Secretary’s 
brief statement in the House 
of Commons on Hong Kong 
Constitutional 
the matter no farther. He 
merely said he is anxious to 
reach a decision as early as 
possible, His disappointed 
questioner reminded him 
that he had said much the 
same thing last June. Mr. 
Creech-Jones concurred, but 
added that it was neither an 
easy nor a swift procedure to 
make Constitutions, 

That is a truism which all 
acknowledge. It is especially 
true of British Colonial Con- 
stitutions. There is no set 
pattern, no reach-me-down 
suits for peoples so variegated, 
and condition so different, as 
those which make up the 
Colonial Empire. And it is to 
the credit both of statesman- 
ship and common-sense that 
each territory is treated on its 
merits and tts singularities. 
The Constitution is made to 
fit the local problems and 
peculiarities—not the reverse, 
and normally with full con- 
sideration of recommenda- 
tions from responsible persons 
and bodies on the spot. When 
these principles are over- 
rided, which is seldom, trouble 
arises. 

The case of the Malayan 
Union Constitution points the 
moral. It did not please the 
Chinese, and the Sultans 
“walked out” on it. Conse- 
quently it had to be scrapped, 
and a new Federal Constitu- 
tion substituted for it. This 
is also an illustration of the in- 
finite variety of Constitutional 
forms, for it is at present al- 
most a Corporate or Vocation- 
al Constitution, The terri- 
torial principle id observed in 
the representation of ‘the 
Malay States and the Settle- 
ments, which have eleven 
members on the Legislative 
Council. The official bloc has 
the same number. 

But. the largest group, con- 
sisting of fifty members, are 
chosen in a rather unusual 
manner, the majority being 
nominated by various trades 
arid commercial organisations.’

The popula- 
tion is increasing at the rate of 
4,000,000 a year and ts India's 
biggest headache. In 36 years It 
is estimated that ¢ population 
will top the 600,000,000 mark— 
more than a quarter of the 
world's cntire population, 

Even before that time Indlo is 
likely to demand unrestricted im- 
migration of Indinns to Australia, 
and unless that country can show 
a white population of at Icast 50,- 
000,000 the Australian Govern- 
ment of the day will find it next 
to Impossible to resist. 

Indian possesses some of the 
richest and most highly educated 
men in the world, yet in the hills 
of the far South and the North 
East there aro tribes which still 
use bows and arrows for hunting 
and dress in skins. 


Hyenas in the city 


In Twentieth Century New 
Delhi, built in the last 35 years 
at a cost of £35,000,000, jockals 
and hyenas come hunting roun! 
the gardens of the bungalows -and 
have been seen right in the heart 
of the city. 

Side by side in the same elty 
live women who spend their en- 
tlre ves and give birth to any 
number of children from two to 20 
in mud huts mensuring six fect 
by six fect and who earn thelr 
living by picking over city dust- 
bins, and others who dress every 
day in the finest gossamer silk 
and have nevér in thetr lives even 
bent to pick a fallen handkerchief 
from the floor. 

It is unusual for the daughter 
of any man carning more than 


£3 ond less than £10 a week 
to work for her living, while o 
womun whose husband Is earning 
£2,000 a year will do a job if she 
can get one. 

Hundreds of millions of people 
living oll over India believe in 
witches and witch doctors, and a 
few months ogo in North East 
India a woman was burned at the 
stake because she was sald to be 
a witch and was accused of cast- 
ing the evil cye over people in 
her village. 

If her husband dies the widow 
is no longer expected to commit 
suttee (throw herself on the 
funcral pyre) although a number 
have been known to do so in 
central Indian. But she Is often 
accused of killing him—even if 
he should get run over by a bus 
—by suggestion, and her Iffe be- 
comes unbearable from then on. 
Instead of being an honoured 
member of the family she be- 
comes the drudge and always 
eats last, after everyone else has 
finished. 

Child marriages 

Chiid marringe is forbidden by 
law, but a girl is thought too old 
to marry at 21 and a man is “an- 
cient” at 30, and few familica 
obey the law. Most girls are 
marricd between tho ages of 13 
and 16, but a large number have 
had babies before they are 13. 

Indin has 12 main languages 
and about 200 dialects and the 
only language understood from 
one end of the country to the 
other js English, yet the only 
Janguage India wants to get rid 
of is—English. The new constitu- 
tion says English will be climinat- 
ed in 15 years. 

It is o country where fairly 
recently an Englishman accident- 
ally shot an Indian beater while 
out hunting and received o bill 
a few days later saying simply: 
“To one bloody murder, 7s, Gd. E 


d| & O.E,” and where a few months 


ago another Englishman acciden- 
tally bumped his car gently into 
a cow which was wandering 
across the main street in Calcut- 
ta. The cow was not hurt, but 
the Englishman had his car burnt 
and he was beaten up by an {n- 
furlated mob. Now most firms 
forbid thelr European employees 
to drive cars. . 

A country of real contradic- 
ttons, it declares Indian goods 
are best but buys British. It 
hates Britain but wants to send 
its children to British schools and 
universities to be educated.

Since the greater part of 
the actual salaries of its officers 
would be paid by the country 
which borrows them, the cost of 
the scheme need not be very 
high. The main cost would be 
to provide pensions, and salarics 
for, oMcers whose services: could 
not at the moment be placed. 

It would be very casy to find 
objections to Sir John Sargent’s 
plan, Can Britain afford to ex- 
port experts when they are so 
much needed at home at the pre~ 
sent time? Are we sure that for- 
eign countries want British ex- 
erts at a time when Britain is 
ngloriously floundering in ccono- 
mic crisis?

Kostov was executed in Sofa 
yesterday for “treasonabla and 
wrecking activittcs” against the 
Bulgarian state. A reafMfrmation 
of his confession was published 
simultancously with the an- 
nouncement that his death sen- 
tence had been carricd out, In 
the form of a letter to the Presi- 
dium of the Grand Natlonal As- 
sembly of Bulgaria, making a last 
minute’ appeal for clemency. 

The Foreign OMce spokesman 
sald thts morning that this docu- 
ment was the second to be pro- 
duced from a dead man with the 
object of incrimJnating Kostov. 
The first. was oa letter from the

SHANGHA ‘WATERFRONT 


“Pusan, Korea, December 11. 
The Nationalist blockade of Sino-Communist parts 
—mostly Shanghai—has many inexplicable 
leaks but it is stilf keeping tonnage to a trifling 


minimum. 


Shanghai's waterfront, once among the three or four 


busiest dock areas on earth, 


is so dead that 


~when an occasional ship sneaks in it’s big news. 


Can you imagine half of 
San Fraigisco or New York 
celebrating because one ship 
got in? . 


Before I was granted permis- 
sion to leave Shanghal, 1 was 
entled to the Central Police 
Station and questioned for two 
hours by an official of the Party 
police. The questions ranged from 
“How did the Associated Press 
cover China’s civil war?" to 
“What jis your opinion of the 
Communist management nt 
Shanghai?” 


At one point I told my ques- 
tioner that I thought the Com- 
munist high ofMfclals were unwise 
in refusing to sce foreign news 
correspondents because I felt

In a flash the Communist off- 
cial snapped—What questions?” 


“Well, you take the blockade 
for instance, The Communists say 
they think the Western powers 
should break the blockade satnce 
they do not recognise the legality 
of it.

The truth is probably some- 
where In the middle—the block- 
ade ts part of the cause but by 
no means all of It 


In some views the blockade is 
a senseless thiug. It is not going 
to turn the tide of the civil war 
in the Natlonalists’ favour; yet it 
undobtedly is causing much 
suffering, not only to the Com- 
munists, but to mjflions of non- 
political Chinese. 


As It stands today, the blockade 
is a sort of guerilla warfare. 


The Communists practiced 
guerilla warfare In the hinter- 
land for years—they tore up 
railroads and roads, blocked all 
types of transportation, And 
that, too, caused untold suffering 
and hardship to the Chinese 
people, 


It seems to me it's tit for tat. 
Both sides have played this game 
and the Chinese people have 
paid the costs and aresstill pay- 
Ing.—Associated Press.
